. POLL TAX 
IN /LABOR. 


Senator,Westcott Introduces an Important 


Bill In tbo Legislature. 


Last summer a number of farmers in 


this county bocarno involved in a dispute 
with regard to poll taxes.. Many farmers 
refused to work out tho tas, as it is calloi 
and at ono time Ji looked as if arrests nnd 
prosecution would follow. 
A bill has 


boon drawn up by Senator 
Wostcott 


amending tho laws so as to make poll 
taxes payable in labor instead of money,! 
Tho .bill, if it becomes a law, will go a 
long way towards helping tho good road 
movement. It reads that hereafter all 
tares assessed for making and repairing 
roads in any town in this state shall bo paid 
in money and collected by the towu 
treasurer at tho saiao time'and in tho 
samo manner as other taxes are collected 
in said towns for other town and county 
purposes, and the taxes so collected shall 
bo disbursed by said treasurer on war- 
rants drawn by tho town board. 
Tho 


amount of highway taxes that may bo 
assessed in any town for any one year and 
tho manner of making such assessment 
shall remain tho samo as now provided 
for by section 1240 of tho revised statutes 
and tho amendments thereto; provided, 
in case there bo flled with the town clerk 
fifteen days prior to the timo of holding 
tho annual town moating a petition' in 
writing, signed by not loss than twenty 
electors of the town shall, at such meet- 
ing, vote on tho question whether tho 
highway taxes in such town shall bo paid 
In labor instead of money, it shall be the 
duty of tho town clerk to post In three 
public places of the town, at least ten days 
prior to tha timo of holding such town 
mooting, notice that such .question will 
bo submitted at such mooting to a, vote of 
tho electors. In case tho electors at such 
meeting vote that tho highway tux. shall 
bo paid in labor instead of money, such 
Inboi shall bo performed under tho super- 
vision of a road superintendent or super- 
intendents appointed by tho town board 
under thii act and at such timo ns the 
town board or road superintendent may 
determine, and thereafter nil highway 
tuxes in such town may bo paid in labor 
until on a liko petition by twenty electors 
and free holders tho electors of such town 
shall, at a regular town mooting, by n 
vote of tbo electors of such town, docido 
to pay fiiicli taxes In money as borciijbo- 
foro provided. 
All tho provisions of tho 


revised statutes of 1878, and 
cho nets 


amendatory thereof, for tho collection of 
highway taxes when paid In labor, shall 
as far as applicable, apply, except that 
such superintendents shall have all tbo 
pcwors and perform all tho duties of tho 
:road overseers mentioned in tho statutes.

Packing Lcttuca For Sbipp;nff to Distant 


Plarkets—Delivery to Hoim; Markets. 
A prominent grower of lettuce for 


market has tho following to say concern- 
ing its packing and shipment in Ameri- 
can Gardening: From our1 personal ob- 
servation, and so far as. wo are able to 
learn from correspondence, wo are-of tho 
opinion that tho methods used in pack- 
ing lottuco for shipping purposes aro 
about tho samo in tho different parts of 
the country. 


If to bo sent any distance, barrels aro 


most commonly used as a package. Dur- 
ing warm weather it becomes necessary 
to ventilate them, by means of holas 
cut or bororl in tho staves, but in tho 
winter, season, on tho other hand, tho 
barrels must bo so prepared that frost 
will not bolikalytoentor, To effect this. 
they aro lined with newspapers or other 
paper, and if properly handled by tho 
transportation companies there is,sol- 
dom any loss. 


Tho methods of packing properly nec- 


essarily differ with -the kind of lettvjcs 
grown, whether upright growing sorts 
like the Grand Rapids, or flattened, cab- 
bago kinds, of tho Tennisball habit. 
Grand Rapids growers,!or tho most part, 
pack in tier:;, with tho loaves placed 
horizontally. 
From two to four heads 


aro taken np at ouo time in tho Band 
and placed iu tho barrel, and others aro 
then put in so as to form rows running 
around it. Some shippers think it best 
to arrange it so that tho stems will bo 
covered by tho loaves of the next bunch- 
es, while othersplaco tho butts upon tho 
heads previously put in. 
If necessary, 


ouo or more heads aro added to form a 
solid tier. Although it does not look as 
well when opened, tho general opinion 
50CIH3 to be that tho lettnco ships fully as 
well and can bo taken out much better 
if tho butts nro placed upon and over- 
lapping the heads, thus affording a han- 
dle by which they can bo taken out. 
Layer after layer is put in in this way, 
until tho barrel is full. Papers aro then 
placed over iho top of tho barrel, and a 
cover cf burlap is put on and held iu 
place by moans of a hoop. 


For (ho cabbage sorts tho barrel is 


prepared in iho samo way, and tho let- 
fcuco is packed iu tiers, with Iho butts 
up. It can bo seen that thoso varieties 
with flattened heads cannot well bo 
packed in any other way. With this ex- 
ception, thero is little, if any, difl'crcnco 
in tho methods of packing. 


When tho market is sufficiently near 


to admit of tho delivery of tho lettuce to 
the dealers by the grower, each consults 
his own convenience. Perhaps tho most 
common paclc:'.gi':i are boxes about S by 
i! by !• foot in doptli. Thcsu are so niado 
that they will nest one above tho other 
and (it closely in Iho wagon. 
Some 


growers prefer to uso baskets for this 
purpose, however, arid tbo flat SO called 
market baskets answer well, although 
many use ordinary bushel baskets for 
wo 11 grown Grand Rapids and other tall 
kinds,

land Poultry association by William 
Raukin on "BveeOingG-eusoForProfit," 
this advice was given on selection for 
tho purpose uf umuding: Take tho vari- 
ety yon desiro to breed, carefully select 
such as aro strong, largo, sqaarc, vigor- 
ous and healthy. Soo that Uioyai'o well 
mated, throrj geesw wilh ono gander as a 
colony. Then give ihem a placo afford- 
ing ;is largu liberty as you can, but lo- 
cate thorn. Placo us no.-fs for their uso 
some covered boxes about two 
fuel 


square, putting in somo fino cut straw 
and u nest egg in each nest. Havo each 
goose, lay in her own box. Then you have 
ono colony fixed. Your next colony you 
will place at somo remote distance and 
t-jac'n them to run together and separate 
from t;ho others. You can breed as many 
colonies as you c:in accommodate, no 
mutter if (ho ganders do como to- 
gether Onco in awhile and have a lit- 
tlo sparring match, feed each colony 
near their ncolc, tench (hem that is 
their homo and when thero they aro not 
to bo molested. 


Feed boiled cabbage, turnips or pota- 


toes mixed with covnmcal. 
Givo them 


all ihcj'will cat of tins with it good feed 
01' corn once a day. Keep ground oyster 
shells by them all Iho time. Keep an 
egg account with each cooso, and mark 
tho most productive layer as tho ono you 
want to preserve. 
With this method, 


after a few years you will secure for 
yourself a lot of first class egg producers, 
Should you happen to lose any of your 
flocks always replace from the best lay- 
ing gooso you havo and got yo-jr ganders 
from tho same class of goose.

•than thoso sown lato. I usually first use., 


n disk harrow and then sow the oats 
and cross harrow with an Acme harrow, 
which .is1 the best implomant to give a 
fine, level seed bed that I; have ever 
used.

I am told that this method of putting 


in oats is now almost universally adopt- 
ed, and'tbatwhenover one,farmer begins 
it in a neighborhood iu a few years all. 
the rest follow this plan. It is now uni- 
versally acknowledged that a shallow 
seed bod produces tho 'best wheat, and 
wheat on such laud endures the winter 
bettor, and this was. found out by ob- 
serving that where tho horses turned on 
the plowed land and tramped it so hard 
that barely enough loose earth could bo 
had to cover tho seed with thn crop, 
was better than on other parts of the 
field. Tho samo is t-ruo of s-ivoet potatoes, 
and this fact, which' was discovered 
from setting plants on hard tramped 
laud, has led to shallow plowing and 
tho making of small ridges-for the crop, 
and tho result is a largo increase in 
yield and better shaped tubers. 


I meet occasionally at tho institutes a 


man acknowledged by his neighbors to 
bo ono of the best corn growers of tho 
locality, who claims that tho samo kind 
of a soed bod gives tho best crop of corn, 
and thero is an increasing number of 
farmers each year who havo found that 
shallow cultivation which stirs two 
inches of tha surface soil in the cornfield 
gives much bettor results than tearing 
tho roots of the corn with plows that 
run four to six inches deep. 


Iu my judgment, tho implement which, 


will give perfect surface cultivation in 
the cornfields is yet to bo invented, and 
when it is we want it made so that it 
will cover those rows of corn and enable 
us to stir the soi] on a strip not less than 
ten feet wido at each t::ne through.' Any 
of tho good weedcrs will do this to per- 
fection on sorau soils and tinder favor- 
able conditions, but it, is not yet what 
we want in tho large corn3elds of the 
west.

The Acme harrow 
makes an ideal seed bed, and the prin- 
ciple of slicing and turning the surface 
soil ought to bo applied in our cornfield; 
in cultivating, and I see no difficulty in 
tho way of using (ho slicing cultivator 
in tho cultivation cf corn.

regular limas. But far :i wot season i: 
is better, as it does not mildew as the 
larger kinds aro apt to do. Burpee's 
dwarf lima, which is a (me largo lima 
in every respect, excepting its dwarf 
habit, behaved wonderfully, tho drought 
and heat having been to its liking. The 
plants branched out widely and kept up 
a continuous crop. 
With mo in rainy 


seasons the beans have mildewed badly, 
as the running sorts always do, near tho 
ground. To be successful with this sort- 
it must havo plenty of root. The rows 
should be three feet apart, and tho plants 
at least a foot apart in tho rows. This 
will ".fford plenty of air, and in a meas- 
ure prevent mildew. Tho Kumerlo or 
Dreer's lima, which is a dwarf potato 
lima, has done remarkably well, al- 
though I prefer the flavor of the largo 
sort. For general purposes (his is the 
most profitable because it is tho most 
prolific.

Manufneture of Wood Stoue. 


A remarkable material known as wood 


stoue, although invented ten years ago, is 
just beginning to bo appreciated.

muiuifnctnro lias been mulertake.'i on an 
extensive scnlo by n Dresden firm, and its 
uso ns n building material is .increasing. 
Ic is composed, in due proportions, of mag- 
nesia cement, mixed with sawdust and 
saturated wilh « solution of chloride of 
calcium, tliu pasty mass, beforo tlio cc-. 
rucnt sets, being spread out into sheets of 
uniform thickness mid subjected to great 
pressure, then dried. Tests nmilo of its 
chemical nnd mccb.-inlg.-il qualities show 
that'the dry material la much superior to 
tho same soaked witli water, dry speci- 
mens resisting a tendoucy of nbout 100 
pounds per squnru inch, while pieces sat-' 
lira ted with water resisted only two-third's 
as much. Soaking the dry material in lin- 
scud oil increased t-lio tensile strength 
about l(i per cent, and freezing diminished 
it .slightly.

Tbo building 
destroyed was five stories in height and 
filled with machinery.

It was, iuo:-covcr, thu first realiza- 
tion in either branch of congress of tlna 
vast project so long and vigorously urgecl 
tor a canal joining the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific, with HIP United States government 
standing sponsor for tbo execution of thu 
work. 


The fin.il vote was not secured until S:>.0 


o'clock last night, but notwithstanding 
thu lateness of the hour there wus nn ex- 
ceptionally f u l l senate, owing to the intur- 
cst felt in thu culmination of the long dis- 
cussion. Thu Niinrasuan minister and 
many other diplomats interested in thu 
project hod sc.--.ts in the diplomatic galler- 
ies throughout the voting on the many 
auiendinunts and tho final qiiustion.
